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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that the examiner concedes that 
Takada fails to disclose... the present invention. This is not persuasive because Takada discloses washing the -carrier- and, as cited by 
the examiner In the responses to arguments section of the Final Rejection, Takada discloses "repeating" the operation of the washing 
method (see column 3, lines 64-67). Applicant does not appear to have responded to this specific citation by the Examiner. The disclosed 
repeated washings are performed on the carrier, which would at least suggest, to one of ordinary skill, washing the carrier alone 
repeatedly before deposition of silver. It is argued that the examiner takes the position that.... it is known to do so. This is not persuasive 
because Jin is not relied upon for a washing step, which is disclosed in Takada. One cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981): In re Merck & Co.. 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
